SANITARY REGULATIONS OF
THE ROARD OF HUOALTH
FOR ALL VILLAGES AND
POPULOUS LOCALITIES IN
THE TERRITORY OF HA.
WAIl OUTSIDE OF 1THE
SANITARY DISTRICT OF
HONOLULU,

The following regulations shall ap-
ply to, and be enforced in all villages
s populous localities in the Terri-
tory of Hawail outside of the Suni-
tary Distriet of Tlonoluly,

REGARDING BUILDINGS AND
YARDS,
RAIN WATER. *
See. (1) Where the space  be-

tween buildings is less than filteen
fect the water from the roofs of the
buildings shall be conducted in water
tight leaders and made to discharge
into suitable drains leading onto
street or alley gutters and if any
buildings Is so situated that the
water from the roofs of sald building
will run under the building and not
drain off the spme rule shall apply.
This regulation shall not apply to
buildings where the amount of water
discharged from the roofs will not be
detrimental to the public health or
public sanitation.

AIR SPACE BETWEEN BUILD-
INGS,

Sec. (2) No building, flush with a
street or streets bounding the lot bn
which it is to stand, shall hereaftor
be erected within five feet of any
other boundary line of said lot, un-
less the nature and loeation of such
building and the purposes for which
it is to be constructed and adapted,
do not requive said vacant space for
the preservation of public health and
public sanitation. There shali be a
clear air space of ten feet between
all buildings, except such as are
flush with o street or streets boun-
ding the lot on which they stand,
unless the nature and location of such
buildings and the purposes for which
they wre to be constructed and
adapted, do not require said vacant
space for the preservation of the
public health and pubh( sanitation,
The word **buildings” in this para-
graph shall be construed to mena
and include sheds, lean-tos, privies,
outhouses and all other structures of
similar eharacter.”

LIGHT AND VENTILATION OF
DWELLINGS,

See. (3) Each and every room in-
tended for use for human habitation
{shall be pravided with at least eight
gquare Teet of window aren having
unobstructed access into the open
1 air for each 100 square feat of floor
space in said room; and at least one
hall of said window space shall be
movible and available for ventilation.

AIR SPACE UNDER BUILDINGS,

Sec. (4) Every bullding shall
have on an gverage at least iwenty
inches of clewr space for the cirenla-
tion of alr between the floor timbers
aud the ground, and shall have suf-
ficient openings for ventilation in the
outer walls to admit a free clreula-
tior of alr; but, in case this air space
cannol be secured without reaching
“ground water level” then there
shall be no air space, but the floor
shall be of conerete or masonry.

YARDS, AREAS, COURTS ETC.

Sec. () Yards. areas, courtls, al-
leyways and other open space with-
in or between buildings, where water
is used for washing of any kind, shall
b properly graded and cemented, or
poved o as to be water proaf, and
drained into tropped drains proper-
Iy connected with sewer or ceszpool
wherg practicabls or drained away
50 feet from any dwelling and no per-
manent wonden floor or grating shall
be maintained over the same.

WATER TIGHT FLOORS,

Bec. (6) Al houses structures,
rooms or parts thereof, in which
water is used, or intended to be us-
ed, in such quantity as to render the
or floors thercof constantly
damp, ehall have such floor or floors,
made absolutely water-proof, with
proper drainage Into trapped lead-
ore conveying the water away Inte
cosspool or sewer where practicalile
or drained away 00 fees from any

ull such foorsshal! be done in 0 mon-
ner satisfactory to the Board of
Health,

Sec, (T) No building or structure
shall be used as a residence or place
of human habitation or abode which

REGARDING PRIVY VAULTS
AND CESSPOOLS.

See. (8) No privy vault, sink or
cesepool shall hereafter be locuted
or constructed within fifty feet of
any stream, leke, pond, well or
spring of water, nor within two lect
of the line of any lot; nov shall it be
made more than eighteen or less than
six foet deep, or placed in such o
position that it is not cusily acces-
sible for emptying and cleaning,

See. (1) When necessary for the
preservation of the public health
the sides and bottom of any privy-
vault, sink or cesspool, shall be made
either wholly or in part water tight,
§0 08 to prevent any saturation of
the ground about the sald vault, sink
or cesspool, and shall be provided
with suitable ventilating arrange-
ment,

Sec. (10) No struecture or cover
shall be put upon or over any privy-
vault, sink or cesspool, until it has
been inspected by the proper agent of
the Board of Health and approved
ns meeting the requirements of these
regulations and of public health,

Sec. (11) Any privy-vault, sink
or cesspool, already constructed
which has become a nuisance, or in
any way dangerous to life or detri-
mental to health, shall be removed,
re-constructed, or altered to meet
the requirements of these regulations
wnd of public health, as directed by
the Board of Health or its Agent,

Sec. (12) The Board of Health or
its Agent may cause the emptying
or disinfecting of any privy-vaults,
sink or cesspool that is dangerous to
the public health, at the expense of
the owner or occupant of the
premiges after 48 hour notice and
failure to comply therewith,

Sec. (13) No privy-vault or cess-
pool shall be excavated or maintain-
ad within ten feet of any dwelling
house or inhabited building or cook-
ing-house or place where cooking is
done.

Sec, (14) All wasete, soll, sewer
or drain pipes shall be of cast ivon,
lead or vitrified clay. If of iron or
lead the joints shall be caulked with
molten lead; if of vitrified clay, they
shall have tight cement joints all
jomts to be smooth in the inside;
open drains may be of water tight
IMASONAry,

Sec, (15) "All cesspools or privy-
vaults when abandoned and the use
thereof discontinued shall be at once
disinfected and filled with carth,
sand, ashes, or other clean material.
In no case shall materinl dangerous
to the public health be used in fll-
itz such privy-vault or cesspool,
SANITARY REGULATIONS FOR

STABLES,

(16) The floor of tha stalls
shall be made water tight and may
be made of the following materials;
Tongue and grooved planks, cement,
asphaltum or broken (coral) rock to
the depth of six inches covered with
clay well tamped.

See. (17) All stalls shall be con-
structed with o slant'of at lenst
three and one half inches from f mm
to rear,

See. (18) The water tight floor-
ing of the stalls may be covered with

REGARDING GARBAGE,

See, (22) No garbage, stable ma-
nure, night soll or animal or vegeta-
ble refuse of any uature which s
dangerous to the public health ghall
be used for grading purposes, or for |
illing up any house lot or other
tract of land land.

Seec, (23) Any person vielating
any of the  foregoing regulations
shall be punished as provided by
law.

SHIPPING NEWS

The Gerald C. Tobey has signed a
new erew for her constward voyage.
Yesterday afternpon one of the old
crow created some exeitinent by ap-
penring on the wharf, In anmtoxicat-
ed condition and throwing chuuks of
ool at one of the old crew who hnd
been rejained.

Captain G, F. Wilde, U. S- N, who
was formerly in cornmond of the bat.
tleship OUregon wils a passenger on
the Nippon Maru en route to the
States. He Is returning alter annb-
sence of two years In the Asiatic
statipn, He was the commander of
the Oregan when she stuck n reef
close to Pinnacle Rocks last swunmer,

In speaking of this occurence he
said: We were on our {way to the
Taku forls and were going up the ri-
ver, 1 wasvery careful about ta-
king soundings and the lead showed
17 to 18 fathoms right along. It
suddenly changed to 20 fathoms,

Federal Inspectors of Hulls and
Boilers Whitney and Lehners re-
turned from Hilo yesterday on the
steamer Mauna Lon, reporting all
vessels at that port in good condition
and having finished their work on the
big Island.

This seemed rather odd and as
there was a heavy fog prevailing the
vessel anchoren.  The weather cloar-
ed and we could distinetly perveeive
the Hoki Island light, 1 knew ex.
actly where we were so the vessel
was ordered to go ahead ouee more

Suddenly the vessel struck ngainst
hhe reef and was hard and fast in 33
[athoms of water we were drawing
a fathom more.

At first I thought we had struck
on Pinnacle Rocks but we soon per-
ceived them 1,000 yards away. In-
stead of our being on the rocks it
was anuncharted reef where we had
struck, Inasmuch as the chart had
been issued py the British Admivality
I supposed it was complete. The
next thing was to repair the vessel
s0 as to save her and bring her intoa
port where assistance could be given,

We rigged up inch planking over
the dozen or 8o boles in her  bottom
and over these were tacked some old
awning. Then we steamed back to
the Japanese naval station at Rure
where the vessel was fully repaired.

During the past few months repairs
on the Marine Railway have been go-
ing on. Divers have been fixing the
rollers on the submarine tracts. Yes-
terday morning, while the men were
busy at work, the sudden squall that
came up just before noon dashed such
heuvy seas over the barge, in which
the luborers were tending the diver,
that the scow soon went to the
bottom. All yesterday afternoon, na-
tive divers were Dbusy ot work
moving machinery from the water.

Navigation for the present Is
practically tied up. The heavy sen
of yesterday, with the high wind and
o low barometer mode conditions
that no master would care th face.
All day long rveports of dampge
caused by the storm were reported,
Work on the sewer outfall is sus
pended temporarily, The piledriver,
the donkey-engine and tho barge con-

taining it have all gone to the bottom
